The new steamship

new ship: 


The Vasco de Gama Is a Clyde-built 


steamer, and left London 
on the 21st 


of October for Singanore, 
Hongkong, 


Shanghai, Yokohama 
and San 
Fran- 


cisco. 


The Vasco 
do Gama was built ex- 


pressly for the trade of the Pacific, on 
the Clyde, by Henderson, 
Coulborn & 


Co., and fitted up under the superin- 
tendence of Samuel Hubbard, former- 
ly purveyor ofthe Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, 
Her dimensions are : 


Length, 
350 feet; entire breadth, 
37 


feet; 
depth 
to upper dock, 
25 feet; 


depth to awning deck, 32 feet 6 inches; 
depth in hold to upper deck, 12 feet 11 
inches ; depth in hold to awning deck, 
illfeet 
4 inches; 
she will carry 8,200 


tons dead-weight 
cargo, 
besides 
her 


coal, 
and of measurement 
4,400 tons 


China cargo. 
She is expected by her 


builders torun thirteen knots an hour, 
with a consumption 
of from 30 to 35 


tons of coal, 
and when 
deep 
loaded 


who draws 24 feet of water.

She has two engines, 
built on the 


Compound principle. 
They 
are 530 


horse power nominal, 
working up to 


2,050-horse power effective. 
Her 
ma- 


chinery 
is most perfect,

Her machinery forextinguish- 


ing fires, and her apparatus 
for saving 


lives in case of accident, 
are 
as com- 


plete as Invention and money can pro- 
vide them. 
The lifeboats are of the 


latest and most approved model, large, 
well stored, and 
provided with nauti- 


cal apparatus. 
Her rig is that of a 


b»rk of 1-000 tons, so that should any 
aooldont occur to the machinery the 
vessel can continue under sail.

Pacific Coast Telegrams. 


SA N F R A N C ISCO . 
San Francisco, FYb. 11. 
Senator Lindsey has introduced a 
concurrent resolution relative to grant 
of lands to the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road. It sets forth the terms of the 
grant, and says that whereas nothing 
appears to show the company ever did 
or now intend to complete its road on 
that reserve, therefore Congress Is 
asked to prevent any further grants or 
reserves to any railroad in this State, 
and insist that the conditions of previ­ 
ous grants be fulfilled.
